(a) transfecting indicator cells with an expression vector th e s e t forth in consisting of th e 
nucl e otid e s e qu e nc e s e t forth in SEQ ID NO: 1 or SEP ID NO: 2 comprising a 
nucleic acid encoding a polypeptide consisting of the amino acid sequence set forth in 
SEP ID NO: 3 which functions as a receptor for motilin; 

(b) exposing the indicator cells to the test compound in the presence of detectably labeled 
motilin; 

(c) measuring the amount of motilin binding to the indicator cells; 

(d) comparing the amount of motilin binding to the indicator cells with the amount of 
motilin binding to cells exposed to the detectably-labeled motilin in the absence of a 
test compound; 

wherein if the amount of motilin binding to the indicator cells in the presence of the test 
compound differs from the amount of motilin binding in the absence of the test compound, then 
the test compound is capable of agonizing or antagonizing te motilin binding.
